While indiv- 
idual payments ranged from $40 
to $123 a month, the average pay- 
ment awarded to residents of 
Crawford County was $62.00. 
Nationally, there are now al- 
most--17 million persons receiving 
more than one billion dollars a. 


month in benefit checks. This is: }| 


an increase of. 1,275,000 persons 
and 117.8 million dollars. over 
1960 figures. 

Mr. Wiles says that over 5,500 
applications for benefits 
filed at the Traverse City District

2,118 from persons retiring, 646 
from disabled ‘individuals, and 
2,778 from wives, widows, chil- 
dren and other dependents.
